The new u nderpass for Limit ave­ 
nu e 
beneath 
the 
Missou ri-Kansas- 
Texas railroad tracks has been com­ 
pleted with the beginning of work 
today on the new rou ting of High­ 
ways No. 65 and 50 throu gh Seda­ 
lia. 
The former federal Lakes to 
Gu lf highway No. 65 will be rou ted 
over Limit avenu e 
taking advan­ 
tage of the u nderpass. 
The new stru ctu re has cost ap­ 
proximately $15,000 which has been 
borne equ ally by the state highway 
commission and the railroad. 
The 
constru ction progressed slowly be­ 
cau se of the traffic over the rail­ 
road and the necessity of raising 
the tracks from a qu arter of a mile 
on either side of the u nderpass al­ 
lowing a three-foot higher elevation 
than formerly. The greater height 
of clearance than formerly allows 
the passing of larger vehicles on 
the highway u nderneath the tracks. 
The u nderpass Is bu ilt of steel 
and re-enforced concrete. The old 
one which allowed space for the 
passing of bu t one au tomobile is 
now replaced by one which has a 
road clearance of more 
than 
30 
feet. It has wing 
abu tments 
on 
either side and the only parts of 
the stru ctu re which are 
not 
in 
place are the steel girders which 
will be added by the railroad later.

Bu t for the banker to co-operate 
he m u st encou rage the farmer in­ 
ju red by the drou ght, the manu fac­ 
tu rer who finds costs high becau se 
of obsolete machinery, the proper­ 
ty owner with bu ildings in need of 
repair, the renter w’ho wants to be 
independent 
of his landlord, 
and 
the m erchant whose store needs im­ 
provement before increased profits 
are made. 
“It shou ld 
be the primary task 
of the banker to lend every en­ 
cou ragement

sen tial is the robust sen timen t which, re­ 
gard less of the d ifferen ce of political par­ 
lies an d policies,

competen ce in 
official 
action , 
without 
which all d emocratic efforts are futile.’* 
This is a brillian t statemen t of an un ­ 
en d urable truth. 
It has been said , n ot 
without reason , that we are a n ation of 
law-breakers; that respect for the law 
which characterized an earlier d ay has 
grad ually d win d led . 
Much of the blame for this must go to 
the lawmakers themselves. 
We will have respect for law when the 
law d eserves it.

The high tribute which the war d epart­ 
men t has paid to its en gin eers in Nicara­ 
gua in vites atten tion to the status of the 
secon d can al project. The possibility of a 
waterway con n ectin g the Atlan tic an d 
Pacific ocean s an d utilizin g Lake Nicara­ 
gua has lon g been un d er d iscussion . The 
open in g of the Pan ama Can al ten d ed to 
shov^e the question in to 
the 
backgroun d 
for a time but it has been brought for- 
vv^ard again , largely on the assumption 
that the presen t can al facilities will short­ 
ly prove in ad equate for the growin g in ­ 
terocean traffic. 
It has also been urged 
that a Nicaraguan can al, lyin g well to the 
n orth of the Pan ama crossin g, would ma­ 
terially shorten our in tercoastal haul an d 
thus offer an econ omic ad van tage. 
On the other han d competen t men fa­ 
miliar with the situation con ten d that the 
Pan ama Can al will be ad equate for man y 
years to come an d that it is more impor­ 
tan t to make certain improvemen ts on it 
than to expen d the en ormous sum n eces­ 
sary for this n ew project. A former chief 
en gin eer of the Pan ama Can al, for exam­ 
ple, has estimated that the tran sit capaci­ 
ty of that waterway will n ot be reached 
for seven ty-five years an d that the great­ 
er len gth an d n avigation d ifficulties of 
the Nicaraguan route would almost wipe 
out an y savin g of time in the passage be­ 
tween our coasts. 
A picked battalion of en gin eers un d er 
the authority of con gress is at work upon 
a survey to d etermin e the best route an d 
probable cost of such a can al.

It is a w^ell known fact that all 
combustion wdiich affords light af­ 
fords heat also; heat is merely an 
“invisible” form of light. 
Artificial 
light, because of the greater propor­ 
tion of heat ray s which it contains, 
is more 
irritating, 
tiresome, and 
more difficult to use than day light. 
Day light is the light from the sun 
which has been reflected by innii- 
merate objects such as atmospheric 
particles, earth clouds, plants, build­ 
ings, etc., Most of which absorb 
more or less of the heat ray s so 
that wiien the light reaches the 
ey es it is accompanied by very lit­ 
tle heat. 
When however, artificial 
light is used its ray s usually come 
from a nearby source, more or less 
directly , so that the larger propor­ 
tion of accompany ing heat has a 
double opportunity to work its harm 
upon the ey es. 
Heat acts especially upon the sur­ 
faces of the ey es, dry ing and irri­ 
tating them and disposing them to 
inflammatory 
conditions. 
Ex peri­ 
ence shows that it hastens the de­ 
velopment of 
that 
ey e 
condition 
knowm as “catracts” as well as 
other 
disorders 
of 
vision. 
Any 
method of filtering artificial light 
by wTiicli much of its heat can be 
removed wdll provide helpful, pre­ 
serving the use of the ey es for fu­ 
ture y ears. 
The development of 
shades for artificial light designed 
to accomplish this need is sure to 
come. 
The housewife who makes a silk 
shade for the home reading lamp of 
reddish or y ellowish materials little 
I know's the harm she is doing to the 
: vision of her household. Silk shares 
are far from being perfect product, 
but if y ou must use them make 
them of materials in which blue, 
green, and violet predominate as 
these colors tend greatly to reduce 
the 
heat 
radiation 
of the lamp 
which they enclose.

REDUCED TAXES • - INCREASED SERVICE 


PETTIS COUNTY 


Below IS an analy sis of the tax and educational equalization plan proposed by the State Survey Com­ 
mission as it will apply to Pettis County . In addition to the reduction in the school tax lo y the plan pro- 
\ides for the elimination of the 21.7 cents now being levied for roads and 4.7 cents for county patients 


11 state hospitals. 
For instance, in the Sedalia district the total reduction will he 87.4 cents on the one 
hundred dollar valuation—61 cents for schools, 21.7 cents for roads and 4.7 cents for county patients. 
Apply this reduction to y our tax assessment to determine y our saving. Then note the additional money 
y our school district will receive. 


Columns numbered 1 and 2 are explained by the headings. Column 3 shows for each district its present 
siiare of all state school money s, the interest on the county and township school funds, and the railroad 
and general school fund. Column 4 shows the amount each district would receive from the same sources 
in accordance with the initial guarantee of $900 per weighted teaching unit. Column 5 shows the same 
for the final guarantee of $1500 per weighted teaching unit. The increases shown in columns 4 and 5 are 
due to funds derived entirely from state sources through shifting the tax burden from property to income. 
Columns 6 and 7 show the tax reductions possible in the several districts as a result of the guarantees 
mentioned above. 
The reductions indicated could be made without any lessening of the amount of 
money available for current school expenditures. 
In most cases, the districts would have more money 
after making the reductions than they now have.
